a form of lucid dreaming and 
"re-run" the dream, rewriting the 
plot as it moves along. Thirteen 
years ago, | dreamed a whole 
series of stories about a charac- 
ter called Frank Karlan.

(see enclosed zine Apocrypha). 
All these dreams increased in 
magnitude after my bout with 
epilepsy. 

Apart from dreams, which | call 
sleeping visions, I've had wak- 
ing visions as well. Sometimes 
these have been quite visual 
and intense and other times 
they've been vague feelings and 
a sense of "knowing some- 
thing", without a logical basis 
for that knowledge. | remember 
seeing a giant rat while taking a 
shower, and encountering a 
glowing Jesus while on the pot (I 
told him to go away, he did). 


| have found a quarter of these 
visions to be predictive, and ac- 
curate to a frightening degree.

two years time, or who you're 
going to meet in a shop, doesn't 
help you prepare for the event. 
Early on, | learnt to bury these vi- 
sions and not to tell anyone. Of 
late however, I've experimented 
with passing on this information. 
The results have been mixed. 
Sometimes doing this creates the 
event foreseen. 


My friend Carol Wood has lucid 
dreams and oobies {out of body 
experiences) all the time. In the 
worst occurrences of lucid 
dreaming, she awakes from the 
dream only to find herself para- 
lyzed, only to realize that this 
too, is part of the dream. Some- 
times she has located lost ob- 
jects by seeing them in dreams. 
Both Carol and | have had, on 
occasions years apart, the same 
dream. In this dream, Binky the 
rabbit from Life in Hell goes into 
a room where there are hun- 
dreds like him. They all look up 
simultaneously and glowing white 
beams and rainbows shine up- 
wards from their faces.

The book Windows of the Mind. 
Glassing describes a lucid 
dreaming technique. The book 
is filled with accounts from sub- 
jects using this method. The pro- 
cedure is as follows: The dream- 
er lies on the floor with their 
head supported by a cushion 
and with their shoes removed. A 
second person massages their 
feet and ankles. A third person 
massages the area of the "third 
eye" with the edge of their fist in 
a circular motion. This contin- 
ues for some minutes until the 
subject's head is “really buzz- 
ing". Then the subject imagines 
themselves to grow two inches 
taller, through the top of their 
body. Then they imagine them- 
selves to contract, and repeat by 
imagining themselves to grow 
through the soles of their feet. 
Then they imagine themselves 
contracting. This is repeated sev- 
eral times, with the person ima- 
gining growths of greater
